"If 
unrestricted production had been per- 
mitted the price would have been 6 
cents or tower, yielding 528 million 
dollars. Actually, however, the price 
averayed 'J'A cents, and the 13,200,000- 
bale crop yielded 027 million dollars 
—or 99 millions more than without 
government supervision. 


"In addition, the government paid 


the farmers 112 millions in the plow- 
up campaign, and owes them on op- 
tions another 48 millions—a total of 
259 millions more than they would 
have received in an unrestricted year. 


"Here in Hempstuad county we nor- 


mally produce 20,640 bales a year. In 
1933 we did better than average, pro- 
ducing a potential crop of 22,000 bales, 
of which 6,000 bales was plowed up. 
At 6 cents the 22,000-bale potential 
crop would have yielded $660,000. Ac- 
tually, the 16,000 bales at 9'/j cents 
yielded $760,000—or $100,000 more. 


"Then the government

farmers $180,000 in the plow-up cam- 
paign, and still owes them $121,000 on 
options—a total net increase to the 
Hcmpstcad county farmer of $401,000.

There is every reason to believe that 


compliance under the permanent codes 
will be far stricter than under the 
blanket code. It has been 10 under 
the codes adopted thus far, and it 
should get better as the code author- 
ities perfect organization. 


There will be continual shifting nnd 


changing in the details of these codes, 
but the gcncrnl principle is set up »nd 
established, nnd business men agree 
almost unanimously that the principle 
is here to stay, even 
beyond the 


present NRA act. And they seem re- 
conciled to the fact. 


How Labor Is Affected 


The NIRA set organized labor in a 


ferment. In general, membership in 
American 
Federation 
unions 
has 


doubled in six months. But the fam- 
ous section 7 of the Recovery Act is 
the center of controversy. 


It contains seeds that well may 


change the whole future of labor in 
this country. In general, section 7A 
provides to all employes freedom to 
join or not to join any kind of or- 
ganization or union they choose, with- 
out prejudice to their jobs. 


There is not the slightest question 


that both capital and labor have abus- 
ed this section. There are unquestion- 
ed cases in which employers have in- 
fluenced, by threats or otherwise, their 
employes. 


Union organizers have also abused 


it, tolling employes they must join a 
union to get the benefits of the Re- 
covery 
Act, comotimes threatening 


them if they did not join their par- 
ticular union.

The Farmers 


The agricultural act benefits have 


pleased farmers almost in exact pro- 
portion to the amount of money re- 
ceived. In the south, where the cot- 
ton money was distributed liberally 
nnd promptly, they were crazy about 
!*•As you move north, where the gravy 
was not quite so think and was served 
later, it wo.s less popular. 


The 
agricultural 
problem 
runs 


straight on a problem just like "Which 
came first, the hen or the egg?" Every 
farm leader will tell you that if the 
tarmer has purchasing power 
first, 


then he will buy the city's products 
and industrial prosperity follows. 


Labor leaders insist that only when 


the city worker first has money can 
be buy the farmers' products and thus 
keep up their price. 


It would £uem to me that this team 


must be driven, not in tandem, but 
in double harness. What happened, of 
course, was that the NRA put the in- 
dustrial horse a jump ahead, and the 
wagon of advancing industrial prices 
gave the farm horse a bud bumping. 


Up to now, it seems to me that cut- 


ting the acreage in cotton, wheat, and 
to a less oxtcnt in corn and tobacco, 
has been pretty successful. If this 
goes ahead until overhanging carry- 
overs are removed, then we shall see 
what we shall see. That will bo n new 
problem. 


The Money Problem 


The money question reveals a trust 


in the president that is astonishing 
and oven a little pathetic. 1 believe 
the average man, stuffed to the cars 
with harangues pro nnd con on dol- 
lar devaluation, silver, stabilization, 
and the gold standard, largely has 
abandoned any effort to make any- 
thing cf it, and simply puts his faith 
in President Roosevelt that he will 
not allow us to take the awful sliclu 
into the aby.ss^of paper money infla- 
tion. 


I think the number who consciously 


want paper money inflation is small. 


Even among bankers, the instinct to 


"trust the president" is widespread. 


While I know there are a few bank- 


ers (as in Boston) who demand a 
quick and uncompromising return to 
the old gold standard, I believe the 
majority of bankers and business men 
are resigned to a devaluation as great 
as 50 per cent if some degree of stab- 
ilization should be had with it. 


The Building Question 


Despite the general feeling among 


business men that great building and 
expansion projects await only a stable 
dollar to go ahead, I was unable to 
find specific examples, though I in- 
quired in every city. 


Undoubtedly there are some; no- 


bcdy knows how many. I think that, 
in general, business is getting used to 
monetary unccrtainity as the only 
basis. 


In every city you visit, you find an 


overbuilt 
downtown 
section with 


empty offices and lofts. There is one 
consU'Uction job going on in almost 
every city—the new Federal Build- 
ing. 


I could find little evidence of wan- 


ing support of the president. Onu 
business man in Detroit told me "ho 
could not be re-elected tomorrow." 
That stood out, unique.
